Most of th e women involved in the 
"m ass m u rd er" case are middle-aged. 
fat, u np repo ssessin g, uneducated, and 
from the poor sections of the co m m u ­ 
nity. Some of them talk broken E n g ­ 
lish. 
In most eases they were the dupes 
for th e m ascu lin e m aster minds, v ho 
allegedly show ed them how to m ake 
“easy m oney” by taking out insurance 
on th eir m a rk e d for death husbands. 
Several of the im prisoned women are 
ill. and there m ay be a sinister reaso n 
tor this. The police d o n ’t know w heth er 
they a re suffering from s tra in or h y s­ 
teria 
o r from arsonic. One rep ort is 
that the ring leader fed som e of the 
women slow poison. “ Dead women tell 
no tales.”
